Fight for Fallujah Rages 


U.S. troops enter insurgent bastions as assault intensifies 


NEAR FALLUJAH, IRAQ | U.S. troops, backed by 
thunderous air and artillery barrages, launched 
a ground offensive Monday to seize key guer- 
rilla strongholds inside Fallujah, a city consid- 
ered the center of the Iraqi insurgency. 

A military spokesman estimated 42 insur- 
gents were killed across the city in operations 
ahead of the main assault, and said two U.S. 
Marines were killed when their bulldozer 
flipped over into the Euphrates. 

Hours after starting the offensive, U.S. 
tanks and Humvees from the 1st Infantry 
Division entered the northeastern Askari 
neighborhood, the first ground assault into 
an insurgent bastion. 


In the northwestern area of the city, U.S. 
troops advanced slowly after dusk on the 
Jolan neighborhood, a warren of alleyways 
where Sunni militants have dug in. Artillery, 
tanks and warplanes pounded the district’s 
northern edge, softening the defenses and 
trying to set off any bombs or boobytraps 
planted by the militants. 

Just outside the Jolan and Askari neigh- 
borhoods, Iraqi troops deployed with U.S. 
forces took over a train station after the 
Americans fired on it to drive off fighters. 

The top U.S. commander in Iraq, Gen.

George Casey, predicted a “major confron- 
tation” in the operation. He told reporters in 
Washington that 10,000 to 15,000 U.S. troops 
along with a smaller number of Iraqi forces 
were encircling the city. 

The main force did not appear to have 
moved deeply into Fallujah on Monday. Most 
U.S. units appeared to be lined up at the edge 
of their neighborhoods with some scouts and 
perhaps special operators venturing inside.

Judge rules Gitmo

GUANTANAMO BAY NAVAL BASE, 
CUBA I A U.S. federal court ruled 
Monday that Osama bin Laden’s 
driver was entitled to a legal hear- 
ing on whether he is a prisoner of 
war — a landmark opinion that 
could prevent military trials of 
alleged enemy combatants held at 
Guantanamo Bay. 

The government said it would 
immediately seek a stay of that rul- 
ing and file an appeal. 


It was the first time a federal 
court halted legal proceedings 
before U.S. military commissions, 
resurrected from World War II, at 
the Guantanamo Bay Naval Base. 
No trials have been held, although 
tentative trial dates for four detain- 
ees had been scheduled. 

A U.S. District Court judge in 
Washington halted the pretrial pro- 
ceedings of Salim Ahmed Hamdan, 
34, of Yemen, after his lawyers filed 
a petition. Hamdan was to be the 
first detainee tried, on Dec. 7. 

The judge rejected the U.S. gov- 
ernment’s contention that Hamdan 
and other detainees are not prison- 


ers of war but enemy combatants, 
a classification affording fewer 
legal protections under the Geneva 
Conventions. Hamdan was declared 
an enemy combatant last month by 
a review tribunal during a hearing 
his lawyer was barred from. 

In Washington, U.S. Justice 
Department spokesman Mark 
Corallo said the government would 
appeal the ruling on the grounds 
that the Geneva Conventions do not 
apply to al Qaeda members, (ap)

WASHINGTON I Victims of the Sept. 
11 attacks received $38.1 billion in 
compensation, with insurance com- 
panies picking up the largest por- 
tion of the tab, according to a study 
released Monday. 

The report by Rand Institute 
for Civil Justice found that civil- 
ians killed or injured have received 
an average of $3.1 million per per- 
son from the government, charities 
and insurance companies. 

Emergency personnel killed 
or injured were given a total of 
about $1.9 billion. First respond- 
ers received an average of $1.1 mil- 
lion more than civilians with similar 
economic losses, the study found. 
Most of the extra money came from 
charities. 

Insurers paid 51 percent of the 
overall total, or about $19.6 billion. 
The government distributed $15.8 
billion, or 42 percent, and charities 
paid $2.7 billion, or 7 percent. 

The majority of the money went 
to New York City businesses, which 
received $23.3 billion, according to 
Rand, devlin barrett (ap)

NEW ORLEANS I Atwo-drug com- 
bination pill dramatically reduced 
deaths among blacks with heart 
failure, a landmark finding that 
is expected to lead to government 
approval of the first medication 
marketed for a specific race. 

Heart failure affects 5 million 


Americans, but blacks are 234 times 
more likely to develop it. 

Black cardiologists hailed this 
form of racial profiling after years 
in which minorities got short shrift 
in medical studies. Others com- 
plained that the drug also might 
help whites and should have been 


tested in them, but wasn’t for busi- 
ness reasons. 

The nationwide study is the larg- 
est ever done solely on blacks with 
heart failure. The findings were 
reported Monday at an American 
Heart Association meeting in New

Allawi Defends Fallujah Assault to U.N.

UNITED NATIONS I Iraqi Prime 
Minister Ayad Allawi insisted that 
uprooting extremists from Fallujah 
is the only way “to safeguard lives, 
elections and democracy in Iraq,” 
rejecting the U.N. chiefs warning 
against attacking the city, accord- 
ing to a letter obtained by The 
Associated Press on Monday. 

Allawi’s diplomatic rebuke was in 
response to Secretary- General Kofi 
Annan’s letter late last week warn- 
ing the leaders of the United States, 
Britain and Iraq that an assault on 
Fallujah could undermine national 
elections set for January and further 
alienate Iraqis. 

Early Monday, U.S.-led coalition 
and Iraqi forces launched a long- 
awaited offensive against Fallujah 
after Allawi gave the green light. 

Iraq’s U.N. Ambassador Samir 
Sumaidaie met Annan on Monday 
afternoon and told reporters after- 


wards that attacking Fallujah was 
“the least damaging, the least dan- 
gerous” option to restore law-and- 
order to the city. 

“I think the secretary-general 
accepts that this is an Iraqi mat- 
ter, and a decision must be taken by 
the Iraqi government,” he said. He 
wouldn’t discuss Allawi’s letter. 

According to a U.N. statement, 
however, “they discussed their dif- 
fering perspectives on Fallujah” in “a 
serious, yet friendly, discussion.” 

In his three -page letter, Allawi 
told Annan he could not give violent 
extremists a veto over Iraq’s democ- 
racy or let them “continue to terror- 
ize the vast majority of Iraqis.” 

Allawi said it was “unacceptable” 
that civilians in parts of the coun- 
try have been “hijacked by the ter- 
rorists and insurgents.” He said the 
extremists had had enough time to 
join the political process. 

Allawi told Annan, “I was a little 
surprised by the lack of any men- 
tion in your letter of the atrocities 
which these groups have commit- 
ted.” EDITH M. LEDERER (AP)

Arabs Mute

sought to portray the offensive as a 
last resort to flush out militants. 

Media attention in the region was 
focused on ailing Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat, which may explain in 
part why the start of the campaign 
elicited none of the uproar that met 
a U.S. attempt last April to storm 
the insurgent stronghold. 

“The Americans picked the right 
time and circumstances to storm 
Fallujah,” said Maher Shabaytah, 
a Palestinian guerrilla commander 
in southern Lebanon. 

“We think the Iraqi people need 
security and stability to rebuild their 
country,” Jordanian government 
spokeswoman Asma Khader said.

I thought she had 
taken care of her finances before she left but I’ve 
recently been receiving delinquency notices from 
her student loan company. I’m sure there’s no

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way she can talk to them from where she is - is 
there anything I can do other than pay the loan? 
Thank you

Dear Mary: 

Guidance has been issued to student loan 
administrators on how to handle this very 
situation. You should be able to call your 
daughter’s loan holder, tell them who you are 
and let them know what her current status is. 
Once they receive this information, they should 
be able to put your daughter’s loan on hold for 
the next several months or until she returns from 
active duty. If it should be longer than 12 
months, the loan holder will again be contacting 
you looking for documentation verifying her 
military status so they can keep the loan on hold. 
If you have copies of her military orders handy, 
you may want to try and get that worked out 
with them now. 

Let me know if you have any problems with this 
or have any further questions. Good luck and 
best wishes for your daughter. 

Lower Interest Rate

I just went through my exit interview for my 
loans at school and the woman there said 
something about getting a lower interest rate for 
paying my loans on time. Is this true?

Dear Cassie: 

Some student loan lenders and servicers do offer 
an incentive for paying your student loans on 
time. The program I’ve seen most frequently 
states that if you make your first 24 or 48 
payments on time, the interest rate on your loan 
will be reduced anywhere from 1 to 2 percent for 


the rest of the life of loan. Other options I’ve 
seen reduce your interest rate up to 1/4 percent 
just for allowing them to deduct your payments 
directly from your bank account every month. 
Give your loan holder a call or look up their web 
site to see if they offer these programs and if so, 
how you would apply for them. Good luck!! 

Teacher Certification 

Dear Betsy: 

I was a teacher in my country (Peru). I am 
working as Spanish teacher, but I don’t have 
certification. I would like to know if it is 
possible to get a loan or other aid so I can go to 
school to improve myself and obtain my 
teaching certification. Thank you. 

Magda, Washington, DC 
Dear Magda: 

You can get Federal financial aid to attend school 
to get the necessary certification to be a teacher 
but only if you are a U.S. citizen, national or 
eligible non-citizen (this generally means a 
green card). Once you apply to school, they will 
assist you in putting together a financial aid 
package that may include student loans, grants 
and maybe even some scholarships. 

You may also want to look into any state/district 
programs that are available. Try looking around 
at http://www.k12.dc.us/dcps/home.html for 
information on grants and groups that assist 
people working towards their certification. You 
also may want to check out http:// 
www.edupass.org/ that is a web site for 
international students. The site can help you 
with financing, free scholarship searches and 
admission advice as well as some credential 
evaluation.

CLAMART, FRANCE | Palestinian lead- 
ers have arrived in France to check 
on the critically ill Yasser Arafat, but 
hospital officials said visiting rights 
were restricted — setting the stage 
for a dramatic showdown between 
the delegation and the Palestinian 
leader’s wife. 

Early Monday, Arafat’s wife, 
Suha, accused the traveling party 
— including top lieutenants Ahmed 
Qureia and Mahmoud Abbas — of 
coming to the French capital with 
the sole intention of usurping 
Arafat’s four- decade -long role as 
Palestinian leader. 

“I tell you they are trying to 
bury Abu Ammar alive,” she shout- 
ed, using Arafat’s nom de guerre, 
in a furious telephone call to Al- 
Jazeera from her 75 -year-old hus- 
band’s bedside. 

Suha Arafat, as next of kin, has 
been controlling who has access to 
her ailing husband. “He is all right, 
and he is going home,” she insisted 
Monday. 

Suha Arafat, 41, lives in Paris 
and has not been to the West Bank 
or seen her husband since the lat- 
est round of Palestinian violence 
began in 2000.

Microsoft Pays 
$536M to Novell 

Bitter rivals still to fight it out over WordPerfect 


WASHINGTON | Software giant 
Microsoft Corp. opened its wallet 
again Monday to clear more of its 
courtroom problems, paying $536 
million to rival Novell Inc. and an 
undisclosed smaller amount to a 
trade group that had backed anti- 
trust complaints by the U.S. govern- 
ment and the European Union. 

Novell, a bitter, decades-long 
rival of Microsoft, said despite the 
huge payoff it intends to file an anti- 
trust lawsuit against Microsoft this 
week over damage a decade ago to 
its once-popular WordPerfect busi- 
ness software. 

The payments announced 
Monday, however, were enough 
to persuade both Novell and 
the D.C. -based Computer and 
Communications Industry Assoc- 
iation to pull out of the legal case 


against Microsoft in the European 
Union, which has determined 
Microsoft abused its industry domi- 
nance and fined it $600 million. A 
crucial ruling against Microsoft is 
expected as early as this month. 

Novell said the $536 mil- 
lion agreement resolves antitrust 
claims involving the Netware oper- 
ating system for connecting com- 
puters across networks, which 
competes with Microsoft’s domi- 
nant Windows software. 

But Novell said it will allege in 
its upcoming antitrust lawsuit that 
Microsoft acted illegally during the 
mid-1990s when its Office software 
eclipsed Novell’s WordPerfect word- 
processing program.

Medical marijuana laws spread in the West 


REGULATION I With Montana’s 
approval of a medical marijuana 
initiative, nearly three -fourths of 
Western states now have such laws 
— while only two of the 37 states 
outside the West have adopted 
them. 

Why is the West so much more 
receptive to the idea? 

Just 24 states allow citizens to 
put issues on the ballot by petition. 
Eleven are in the West. 


Political scientists said 
Westerners are less willing than 
other Americans to tell their neigh- 
bors what they can and can’t do. 

“Many of the people that voted 
for it probably don’t use mari- 
juana, but they don’t want to say 
their neighbors can’t,” said Steven 
Stehr, political science professor at 
Washington State University. 

“Westerners have a stronger 
belief in kind of individualism in 


/ 


the old-fashioned frontier sense,” 
said Sven Steinmo, a University of 
Colorado political scientist. 

“Politics in the West are 
much less constrained,” David 
Olson, political scientist at 
the University of 
\ Washington, said. 
Montana has 
become the 11th 
state in the coun- 
f • try — and the ninth 
Western state — to 
allow medical mari- 
juana. 

The Montana initiative passed 
62 percent to 38 percent, support 
that marijuana reform groups said 
was the highest ever for a medical 
marijuana ballot initiative. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in San Francisco has ruled 
that states are free to adopt medi- 
cal marijuana laws so long as the 
marijuana is not sold or transported 
across state lines. The Bush admin- 
istration has appealed the ruling to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

In addition to Montana, Western 
states that allow medical marijuana 
are Alaska, California, Colorado, 
Hawaii, Nevada, Oregon and 
Washington state. Arizona per- 
mits marijuana prescriptions. 

Maine and Vermont are the only 
states outside the West with medical 
marijuana laws, angie wagner (ap) 


Half the Loaf It Used to Be 


Low-carb diets fuel 
demand for smaller 
packages of bread 

PORTIONS I Sometimes, half a loaf 
is enough. 

That’s what Wheat Montana 
Farms & Bakery is finding as it 
markets loaves of bread with eight 
slices and two heels — 50 percent 
less bread than the standard loaf 
in stores. The regional bakery 
and grain farm in southwestern 
Montana next plans to sell burger 
buns packaged four to a bag. 

Wheat Montana ventured into 
mini -loaves for small households. 
Then there are the carbohydrate - 
conscious dieters. Wheat Montana 
said that for those practically

bypassing bread, the half loaf sat- 
isfies the occasional indulgence. 

“Demographics are chang- 
ing,” said Dean Folkvord, Wheat 
Montana’s chief executive. “People 


were looking for half a loaf of bread 
because they can’t use a full loaf in a 
week. It goes bad and they throw it 
out. Then you have people who can 
use a whole loaf, but he likes wheat 
and she likes white.” 

“We take home hamburger buns 
from our own bakery and end up 
throwing half away,” said Folkvord, 
married with two children. 

Folkvord finds them willing to 
pay for the convenience of a pack- 
age that provides just enough bread, 
eliminating moldy slices or freez- 
ers cluttered with partial loaves 
that are forgotten, dry out and get 
discarded. 

“We sell quite a bit of each, the 
wheat and the white,” said Tim 
Hoffert, manager ofVan’s Thriftway

Ugly win puts Redskins in hunt for the playoffs 


REDSKINS I Halfway through the 
season, the Washington Redskins 
have become the football equivalent 
of the movie “Groundhog Day.” 

Every game is low- scoring and 
suspenseful, with a superb defense 
trying to overcompensate for an 
offense with no passing game. The 
players have come to realize that 
if they are going to win, the score 
needs to be in the teens. 

So far, the Redskins (3-5) have 
scored a minimum of 10 points and 
a maximum of 18. Their opponents’ 
range is 10 to 21 points, except for 
Green Bay’s 28-14 victory, the result 
of a late touchdown. 

“I guess our team’s identity is ‘By 


any means necessary.’ We’re going 
to be a team of ugly wins,” corner- 
back Fred Smoot said. 

Ugliness has a chance this year 
in the NFL. Despite the 30th- 
ranked offense and a four- game 
losing streak earlier in the season, 
the Redskins are currently one game 
out of a wild card spot. 

But the offense needs improve- 
ment. Quarterback Mark Brunell 
has thrown for fewer than 100 yards 
in three of his last four games. He 
has a league-worst 51.1 percent com- 
pletion rate, including 37 percent 
on third downs. 

Coach Joe Gibbs gets asked 
about BrunelTs status several 


times a week, and the coach always 
responds with unwavering support 
and no indication that he will 
switch to backup Patrick Ramsey. 
On Monday, Gibbs attributed the 
passing game’s woes to inconsis- 
tent blocking and dropped pass- 
es before finally acknowledging, 
“Mark’s missed some things.” 

Gibbs added that he isn’t ready 
to concede that his team is destined 
to play low-scoring games. “The 
one part of our team where we can 
make the biggest jump is throwing 
the football,” he said. “That’s what 
I’m looking forward to. When we 
get to a point where we are consis- 
tent throwing the football, I think 
our team will take another step in 
scoring points.”

Wade Takes the Lead 
For Undefeated Miami 


Second-year guard is 
overshadowing Shaq 
in the Heat’s 3-0 start 

BASKETBALL | Think Miami’s three 
season- opening wins all came eas- 
ily? Think again. There was, after 
all, an 18 -second stretch where the 
Heat trailed an opponent. 

OK, so Miami only had to erase 
a 4-2 deficit to beat the Washington 
Wizards — the only time Shaquille 
O’Neal’s new team has been behind 
this season. 

Even with O’Neal slowed by a 
lingering left hamstring strain, 
Miami is 3-0. No Heat team ever 
opened 4-0, something this group 
aims for Tuesday at home against 
Washington. 

“Once you win, everybody 
gets out of it what they want,” 
said Dwyane Wade, who won the 
NBAs Eastern Conference player 
of the week award Monday. “It’s 
all about winning. It’s not about 
the numbers.” 


Yet this season’s numbers are a 
lot more pleasing than a year ago, 
when Miami began with a seven- 
game losing streak. So far, Miami is 
averaging 103.3 points and shoot- 
ing 51 percent from the floor, with 
Wade’s averages of 28.7 points, 7-7 
assists and 6.3 rebounds leading 
the way. 

Wade has been Miami’s high 
scorer in every game, and he post- 
ed career-highs of 37 points and 
12 assists, plus eight rebounds, 
in the Heat’s 118-106 victory over 
Washington on Saturday night. 

Asked the biggest reason for the 
Heat’s early success, Wade points 
to O’Neal. 

“Everyone knows Shaq hasn’t

The classic ‘Polar Express’ glides smoothly from book to big screen 


ADAPTATIONS I A wide -eyed boy in a 
cozy blue robe and yellow pajamas 
has his hope and faith tested in the 
book “The Polar Express.” 

But Chris Van Allsburg, who 
wrote and illustrated the chil- 
dren’s classic almost 20 years ago, 
insists he did not base the adven- 
turous child on himself. 

Still, the bedroom from which 
the boy peers out to see if Santa 
Claus is on his way could be the 
very same room where Van Allsburg 
spent many Christmas Eves won- 
dering the very same thing. And the 


quiet, snow- covered streets that 
swirl past the window after the 
boy boards a giant steam train to 
take him to the North Pole certainly 
were inspired by the Grand Rapids, 
Mich., neighborhood in which Van 
Allsburg lived as a child. 

“It started out ... as a story about 
a train,” said the author, “the idea 
of a train standing still in the forest 
of the winter ... and then I thought. 
It’s winter and I’d be able to go any- 
where, where would I want to go?’ 
Then it occurred to me, where else 
would I want to be on Christmas 


Eve other than the North Pole?” 

It is the illustrations — done in 
Van Allsburg’s rich, oil-painting 
style — that are so important to 
the mood of the book. But trans- 
ferring those images to the upcom- 
ing film starring Tom Hanks didn’t 
come easily. 

“Polar Express” is the first full- 
length feature that uses a new 
filmmaking technique called 
Performance Capture. Sensors are 
attached to actors to record their 
movements, which then are blended 
with computer graphics. 


Van Allsburg worked with 
Hanks, director Robert Zemeckis 
and screenwriter William Broyles 
Jr. to help expand the plot. In the 
movie, the boy spends more time 
at the world’s northern fringe and 
gets to know new characters. 

Everyone shared the desire to 
maintain the themes, tonality and 
the visual imagery of the book, 
according to Van Allsburg. 

“The danger here was adding 
things ... We wanted to make a story 
that wasn’t just puffed up with hot 
air but that extended the theme and 
looked at the trip as an adventure,” 
he said, samantha critchell (ap) 


Hip to Be Square 


Leonard Cohen ages 
gracefully into the 
role of courtly poet 

MUSIC I Leonard Cohen is an old 
man now, but the Canadian -born 
crooner once was cool. 

Just being himself gave the 
world a new breed of ladies’ man 
— a mix of dark suits, an I-don’t- 
give-a-damn smirk, an esoteric 
gaze focused on something no one 
else could see. 


Unfortunately, his albums have 
become spoken-word duds lost in 
industry blur, and the man’s songs 
don’t have the poetic poignancy 
they once did. 

The irony is that Cohen at 70 
knows this. He’s a hip anachronism 
that’s been around long enough to 
see the fads come and go, and 
his new album, “Dear Heather” 
(Columbia), isn’t another attempt 
to redefine cool. 

Instead it reveals the reflections 
of a poet who reluctantly became a

rock star long ago. 

That honesty is the album’s 
charm. Cohen, who changed 
identities with his 1988 release 


“Death of a Ladies Man,” is long- 
ing for memories but settled in the 
life he made. 

“Because of a few songs where- 
in I spoke of their mystery, women 
have been exceptionally kind to my 
old age,” Cohen speaks in “Because 
Of,” his voice no longer the majestic 
baritone it once was. 

It seems Cohen doesn’t want 
to be a rock star anymore. He’s 
grown tired of couching his visions 
in song. 

But he’s still the wise man with 
unanswerable questions. Not even 
he knows what he’ll be next. “From 
better searching of the heart,” Cohen 
sings, “we will rise to play a 
greater part.” ryan lenz (ap)

The cellist interprets 
the movie music of 
composer Morricone 

COLLABORATIONS I Ennio Morricone 
has composed some of the most 
moving melodies ever written for 
films — music that enraptures Yo- 
YoMa. 

“I’ve loved his music as long as 
I can remember,” the 49 -year- old 
cellist said. “I just swoon when I 
hear it.” 

Now, Ma and Morricone have 
collaborated on an album that 
contains 19 of the prolific Italian 
composer’s works. At Ma’s request, 
Morricone re-orchestrated the 
music to feature solo cello with an 
orchestra accompaniment. 

“Yo-Yo Ma Plays Ennio 
Morricone” (Sony Classical) is a 
string of luscious music featuring 
the singing voice of Ma’s cello. One 
selection, “Ecstasy of Gold” from 
director Sergio Leone’s “The Good, 
The Bad and The Ugly,” is an exu- 
berant horse ride through synco- 
pated passages, brushed spiccato 
bow strokes and the upper reach- 


es of the cello’s register. The other 
songs are filled with warm, thick 
harmonies and gripping melodies 
that gush with tenderness.

Basketball programs 
look to video games 
to help train players 

Memphis forward Simplice Njoya 
sat hunched over a laptop, testing 
a theory first studied on Israeli 
fighter pilots. 

The premise: Skills he picks up 
playing a computer game can make 
him a better basketball player. 

“It’s going to be the weight room 
for the brain,” Memphis assistant 
coach Ed Schilling said. 

The on-screen action is designed 
to work on the visual and deci- 
sion-making skills a player needs. 
Basketball programs at Memphis 
and Kentucky are testing the 
game. 

Called IntelliGym, the game 
was created by Israeli company 
Applied Cognitive Engineering 
Inc. The company’s research super- 
visor, Daniel Gopher, first tested 
the idea on Israeli pilot cadets in 
the 1980s. 


Gopher and colleagues at 
the Technion-Israel Institute of 
Technology said in a 1994 report 
that cadets who played the game 
“performed significantly better” 
than other trainees in test flights. 

ACE said the basketball train- 
ing game is based on the same 
principles. 

Video games are used for every- 
thing from preparing soldiers for 
battle to helping surgeons improve 
hand-eye coordination, said Marc 
Prensky, author of the book, “Digital 


Screen Play 


Game -Based Learning.” 

Video games can shorten reac- 
tion time for processing visual 
information. Daphne Bavelier, a 
professor of cognitive sciences at 
the University of Rochester, said. 
She said young adults who played 
video games had better visual skills 
than those who didn’t. 

In IntelliGym, two sets of figures

A player tries to attach one of the 
smaller figures to a larger one to 
steal its “energy.” The player also 
must “shoot” to transfer power 
from one small figure to another 
as openings appear. The game gets 
progressively more difficult and is 
adjusted depending on a players’ 
strengths or weaknesses. 

The idea is to increase the 
player’s ability to focus on sev- 
eral things, recognize patterns 
among moving objects and 
make decisions quickly. 

“You keep moving, so 
you’ve got to constantly 
deal with what’s the best 
decision,” Njoya said. “It’s like 
"r'"' j when you’re driving with the 
■h ball. Who’s in the open? Who’s 
being guarded?” 

“If it decreases one turnover a 
W game, that’s the difference between 
winning or losing maybe two games 
in a season,” Schilling said. 

“Perhaps in 10 years or so, this 
will be standard,” he said. 

Not all players are fans. “It’s 
boring once you get the hang of 
it,” Memphis player Jeremy Hunt 
said.

Has D.C. Council Chairwoman Linda 
Cropp been in touch with Major 
League Baseball? If so, what is their 
position on her plan for a stadium 
near RFK? 

She has and they’ve told her what 
they’ve told me. You committed to a 
deal. Period. This would break that 
commitment. 

How confident are you that you can 
get the seven votes needed in the 
D.C. Council? 

As confident as I can be with 
a legislative process. Look, this is 
about keeping our commitment. 
Baseball did not want to come to 
D.C., we lured them here and agreed 
to the Anacostia site. We’ve already 
gone over RFK with them and they 
don’t want it. Do we want baseball 
or not? Do we want economic devel- 
opment with baseball or not? These 
are the questions. 

It seems that elsewhere citizens vote 
on publicly-funded stadiums. Why 
haven’t you pushed for us to vote?

Can you explain why the South 
Capitol Street site is advantageous 
for the District given its higher cost, 
and the fact that the District has 
substantial needs in other areas, 
most notably for a public hospital? 

The CFO has certified that 
economic benefits will flow from 
the Anacostia site. We are tapping 
these benefits to create a commu- 
nity investment trust that will pro- 
vide dollars for initiatives such as 
the new hospital we are planning 
with Howard University. 

Can MLB back out of the deal or will 
the Expos be moving here anyway? 

MLB may play temporarily at 
RFK. But they will not play there 
permanently. It’s not on the table.
